KUKLUX. 

Wasnrsctox, D. C., Sept. 16.—Raleigh 
papers of yesterday received here give some 
interesting accounts of the pending trials 
under the Kuklux act which are about to 
come before Judge Bond, of the United States 
Cireult Court. The Raleigh Sentinel says the 
jurors summoned to the Federal Court have 
been heard on the train uttering denuncia- 
tions against the persons they have been sum- 
moned to try. A jury, of which there 
was only ai sprinkling of Democrats, 
has been discharged, and a jury of 
Radicals substituted. We have, up 
to the present writing, learned the politics of 
twelve jurors, and there is not a Conservative 
or Democrat among them. Of the prisoners, 
the Sentinel says: A hundred men are brought 
three hundred miles for trial, when the same 
court sits at Marion, within five miles of the 
home of many of the defendants, and within 
thirty miles of four-fifths of them. One pris- 
- oner Was brought three hundred miles at the 
last court, chanred with an assault and 
battery upon the Biggerstafls. Two 
thousand dollars bail was required. He 
tendered bail, and the court refused it. After 

. being confined during the dog days ina filthy 
jail, fifteen in a cell, by tenure of the perse- 
cutors, it was declared that he isthe wrong man. 
The same paper goes on to give the following 
specification: ‘‘Among the number of those 
arrested is Wiley Walker, ‘a well-known 
citizen of Polk county, who was 
forced Wrom his door at a moment’s 
, warning, leaving his wife confined 
to her bed, and carried fifteen miles to Ruther- 
ford jail, where he suffered much for food and 
water, and only escaped by-giving bail in two 
thousand dollars to appear at Raleigh this 
month. Uncle Witey, about seventy years of 
age, has scarcely physical strength to sit on a 
horse, yet is charged with midnight raiding, 
whipping negroes, &c. Captain Crowell 
Camp, a gentleman of wealth and stand- 
ing, is charged by an old ne- 
gro with having Kukluxed him, and, 
although the Captain proves an alibi by seven 
witnesses, he is bornd in #3,000 to appear at 
Raleigh. Rev. J. Campbell, a Baptist minis- 
terin regular standing, now lies in Raleigh 
jail. Mr. C. was arrested at church several 
times by three different deputy marshals, 
each of whom hoped to earn his fee for mak- 
ing the arrest. There is no doubt of his inno- 
cence. Rev. Berry Rollins, well-known all over 
western North Carolina, was arrested, bound 
over to a later date, and put to great trouble, 
expense and indignity before bis final release. 
Jonathan Whitsides, a zray-haired Confed- 
erate, who left a leg at Petersburg, now lies in 
the Raleigh jail, charged with Kukluxing. and 
when the deaf, dum and blind -are@aken in 
the act of midnight raiding Mr. Whitsides 
and his crutch ought to be indicted, but cer- 
tainly not till then. U. Thoove, Esq., an 
aged and wuch respected geytleman, ° was 
arrested for interposing to save 
fhe life of his son, but this case 
has .been published heretofore. Fred.. A. 
Shot weil was arrested and has been held for 
three months on the bare suspicion, it being 
mext te a certainty that he knew nothing 
of the so-called Kuklux organization previous 
to his incarceration. It may be added to 
these details that it now turng out that Attor- 
ney General Akerman has left Washington to 
attend to some of these cases* before 
the court, deeming his presence 
mecessary at the first trials “under 
the Kuklax law. There are two companies of

Sir—I have considered the questions which 
you have submitted to me, and, to prevent the 
possibility of misaprehension, reduce my ad- 
vice to writing. 

First. On the assumption of yonr innocence 
of the charges made against you, I do not 
consider the resignation of your office as your 
P reper course. Your duty is to give e very 

facility to the fullest investigation, and abide 
the result. 

Second. In your answer to the request of 
Mayor Hall for your resignation, yon have 
stated that your official acts, whic h have been 
impeached, were supervised ‘and approved by 
the superior Vigilance of Mayor Hall; that 
equal responsibility for them attaches to him. 

ven if you are conscious of having done 
wrong in your trust, you owe it to the commnu- 
nity not to do another wrong, but to make ev- 
ery reparation within your power. To surren- 
der your office into the hands of a confederate 
would bea fresh betrayal of your trust, and, 
while it might not damage yourself, it would 
not be doing jtistice to the community. No 
man selected by Mayor Hall can, without the 
moral support of the community, have pub- 
lic contidence, He will be compromised by 
suspected understanding with the ring. As 
the law now stands, he can assume office only 
by an arrangement to which you are a party 
to create a vacancy for him. The man -you 
give place to ought not to be @ tool, though 
implicated, to a transaction which excites 
pablic distrust aifd alarm. He should be the 
nominee of the citizens now seeking to pro- 
tect the people. In that way alone can he 
have the confidence of the public, or improve 
the credit of the city. Fortunately the law af- 
fords a perfect solution of the case. By sec- 
tion 3, chapter 574, of the laws of 1871, you 


. are authorized to appoint a deputy controller, 


who shall, in addition to his other *powers, 
possess every power, shall perform every 
duty, belonging to the office of 
coutroller, whenever said controller 
shail, by written authority, designate 
and authorize the deputy controller to possess 
the power and sae name the duty aforesaid. 
My advice is to forthwith appoint Andrew H.

pointment of all persons whom he may think 
necessary to protect the - lic interests, and 
enable him to carry out the most se arching in- 
vestigation, and to afd the committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose. I have carefully con- 
sidered the selection I have recommended. 
Mr: Green has knowledge and experience in 
the atlairs of the city, and is of the most re- 
liable character. He has no relatives who 
could mislead him by bad influences, and is 
strong in the public confidence. If you adopt 
my advice, I shall insist on his accepting the 
disagreeable duty for the sake of public in- 
terest.
